Monk Denies 
He’s Bormann, 


Ex-Hitler Aide

German-born Franciscan monk 
denied at a Rome monastery Sun- 
day night assertions made in 
Berlin Sunday that he is former 
Deputy Nazi Fuehrer Martin Bor- 
mann, who dropped from sight in 
1945, 

Eberhard Stern, former chair- 
man of the neo-Nazi Socialist 
Reichs Party, claimed in an article 
appearing in the Socialist news- 
paper Telegraf that Bormann is 
living at the monastery under the 
name of Brother Martini. 
Reached at the monastery of 
San Antonio in Rome, the monk 
declared: 

“T ami Brother Martini. I am 
German, but my name is Martin 
Bodeweg, not Martin Bormann.” 
The’ monk related’ how he had 
received a Herr Edinghause of the 
“Munchener Illustrierte” on Jan. 
24, at which time the question of 
his identity was mentioned, and 
he declared that then “I told him 
I am not Martin Bormann.” 
Stern, who at one time was staff 
engineer for Nazi Armaments 
Minister Albert Speer, claimed 
that he spoke to Brother Martini 
on Jan. 16. 

Stern, insisting that the monk 
is Bormann, quoted the brother 
as saying when he encountered 
him in the monastery: 

“You see I am. alive, I do not 
want to be disturbed.”

“This association has discussed

HONG KONG, Feb. 3—(®#—The 
boss of Red China’s secret police 
has accused more;. than 80 per 
cent of his administrative per- 
sonnel of corruption, the official 
Communist paper, Peiping Peo- 
ple’s Daily, reported in the Jan. 
17 issue, just received here. 


The paper carried a long ac- 
count of a public accusation and 
confession meeting Jan. 16, which 
it said 6,000 ministry employees 
were required to attend, 

A Tientsin Red paper of the 
same date reported that a similar 
all-department mass meeting and 
broadcast in Tientsin attracted 
30,000 participants or listeners, 
and produced oral and written ac- 
cusations against 34,840 persons, 
many of them telephoned in by 
radio listeners. 


The procedure evidently is part 
of a general tightening up recently 
noted in the Communist regime, 
using the tavored Red device of 
self-accusation. 


The Peiping meeting, confined 
to the Public Security Ministry 
(secret police), apparently was 
smaller but more significant. 
The People’s Daily said the 
Peiping session centered on cor- 
ruption of three officers named 
Sung Te-kuei, Liu Yu-chih and 
Hsiao Shun-ho. It did not dis- 
close their positions.

BOSTON, Feb. 3—®—The rank 
and file of American Woolen Co, 
workers flatly rejected: demands 
for cuts in fringe benefits at mass 
meetings throughout New England 
Sunday as a CIO spokesman 
labeled company threats to move 
South “a form of blackmail.” 

Largest of the series of union 
meetings was held at Lawrence 
where some 4,000 of the 10,000 
members of Local 227, Textile 
Workers Union of America (CIO),

John Chupka, director of the 
union’s woolen and worsted di- 
vision, said that if White “insists 
on his 15-point program” CIO 
workers at 21 of American 
Woolen’s 24 New England mills 
will go on strike.

* All the ingredients for continued infla- 
tionary processes were at hand in 1951. Per- 
sonal income topped an annual rate of $257,- 
000,000,000, in October. But in the last three 
quarters of the year came a lull—the eye of 
the hurricane. The upward spiral halted. The 
economy momentarily attained a balance. The 
destructive forces were held in abeyance. 

If we go out after higher prices in 1952, 
we will be “courting disaster.” We will be 
overwhelmed as the lull ends and the worst 
of the hurricane reaches us. 

The Review finds 1951 much like 1950, 
saying: 

“The public reacted (to war) as might 
have been expected. There. was a mad rush 
for goods by the consumer and by business- 
men.

1951.”

Insofar as Congress has adopted the sec- 
ond of these alternatives, it has lessened fhe 
danger of the third.” 

The Federal Reserve Bank concludes in a 
summation which should be put in the fore- 
front of the mind of everyone ... labor, man- 
agement, professional men, white collar 
workers, and housewives. It says: 


“In these early days of 1952, one cannot 
escape wondering if we can maintain our 
present position until the storm blows itself 
out or if, in the end, we shall have to suffer 
its fury. It would be trite to say that 1952 is 
a critical year. Every year is critical for 
the one following it. But 1952 is truly crit- 


- ical in.a-very special way. Of one thing we 


can be certain—as certain as we can be of 
anything: The dangers in every field—po- 
litical, military, and economic—will be great- 
er than ever. Military spending promises to 
mount and the government’s cash deficit 
will probably be several times larger in the 
next fiscal year than in this. Every group 
in the economy—agriculture, labor, busi- 
ness, and all the others—will be sorely 
tempted to extract the highest price it can 
get for what it has to sell. The buying pub- 
lic in turn may be tempted to spend a larger 
fraction of its current income than it has 
been doing, and, perhaps, to throw past sav- 
ings into the market in a scramble for goods.

Safety in 1952, as in 1951, will be 
achieved only by the combined efforts of 
everyone, working together in a high spirit 
of social responsibility, and with a willing- 
ness to forego the immediate and temporary 
advantage of the individual or group for the 
sake of the more remote but more permanent 
good of all.”

Small Private Hospitals Suggested 
As Antidote for Socialized Medicine 


Stoneville, N. C.—Hospital 
care is a problem that affects 
every individual, whether rich 
or poor, and has broad social, 
economic and political consider- 
ations. A committee of social- 
minded citizens in North Caro- 
lina has been formed to make a 
study of hospital care. The study 
is aimed at finding the best 
means of providing good hos- 
pital care at the lowest possible 
cost. 

It is an understatement to say 
that the average citizen cannot 
afford hospital care. During last. 
year this writer saw an aged 
couple place a mortgage on their 
small home to meet their hos- 
pital expenses. (It was then I 
decided to write the papers.) 


To avoid or postpone gocial- 
ized medicine every city and 
state in the Union should begin 


‘in a wholehearted way to do 


something about this serious 
problem. 

The way out may lie in the 
ability (or willingness) of the 
community to build small hos- 
pitals in proximity to the larger 
hospitals and medical centers to 
be leased for private operation. 
A privately managed hospital, 
like any other individual’ busi- 
ness, could operate with less ex- 
pense than the larger institution 
nearby yet have the advantage 
of medical science from the 
larger institution.

There are 9,000 differ- 
ent listings of these.” 


He went on te tell about 
the Navy’s eight bins of bush- 
ings, which are bearings for 
motors. Some of these bush- 
ings cost $9. Some cost $65. 
You can imagine the surprise 
of the admiral’s assistants 
when they discovered that all 
eight batches of bushings were 
identical. 


“Some in bins only five feet 
apart,” he continued. 

Rep. M. G. Burnside (Dem., 
W. V.) said that wasn’t the way 
he heard it. There weren't 
eight stores of duplicate bush- 
ings under different catalogue 
but 208. 

Correct, agreed Admira¥ Fow- 
ler. Eight in the Navy, 200 in 
the possession of other outfits 
using bushings.

Then the two 
Western powers promptly turned 
their backs on Poland, a key 
country whose ravaged proper- 
ty had been the cduse of the 
costliest war in history.

Peasant Party, headed by Stan- 
islaw Mikolajczyk. The con- 
trolled press opened a tremen- 
dous smear campaign against the 
Peasant Party’s candidates. 
Many were arrested by the se- 
cret police; several put to death. 
The property of other Peasant 
Party candidates was confis- 
cated or threatened with con- 
fiscation if they did not retire 
from the race. 

The Communists formed the 
“Polish Peasant Party—New 
Liberation” in the interest of 
ballot confusion. Election rules 
were changed without warning 
to lessen the chances of anti- 
Communist candidates. A week 
before the election the names of 
Peasant Party candidates in the 
10 most thickly populated of Po- 
land’s 52 election districts were 
stricken from the ballots, Sev- 
eral million voters were 
marched to the polls in military 
formation under machine guns. 
Polling place officials demanded 
that voters show them ballots 
marked in favor of Communist 
candidates. 

The army, commanded by Red 
Army officers, proclaimed “he 
who is against us, we shall de- 
stroy.” The day before the elec- 
tion the Communists sent thou- 
sands of telegrams to registered 
Peasant Party voters, reading 
“Mikolajezyk killed last night 
in plane accident,” then cen- 
sored efforts by the party’s 
newspaper to correct the story. 
Peasant Party observers sched- 
uled to be present at the count- 
ing of the ballots were arrested 
and held until the results were 
released, 

And the Communists had an- 
other country, lock, stock and 
barrel.

EFFECTS ON DIGEST 

The commissioner tells how 
the re-evaluation will affect De- 
Kalb’s tax digest: 

A sample of 1,565 properties re- 
evaluated was studied. For an ex- 
ample, 50 per cent of the new 
figures were considered as the 
assessment. Some of the new as- 
sessments were higher than the 
present assessments, some were

They had nothing to match the tremendous drive of 
the losers but they tossed the ball with an accuracy that left the 
record-breaking crowd—and Stanford players—gasping for breath. 

“The Crimson Tide compiled the amazing record of completing 
10 out of 13 attempted passes for 210 yards. , 

“With the exception of one 67-yard sprint for a touchdown 
by Millard (Dixie) Howell, all the counters were scored or made 
possible by an astonishingly effective overhead attack. The capac- 
ity crowd first cheered and then marveled as Howell threw pass 
after pass into the hands of his receivers, principally Don Hut- 
son, Paul Bryant and Jim Angelich.

Many unusua! assignments often befall newspaper people but 
we'll] wager this one was the “nuts.”

The only strings were that 
now and then we were supposed 
to stop long enough to refer to 
the ream of accompanying de- 
scriptive material on generic 
names and tables of food values. 

It was quite an experience, for 
we doubt if we could have 
named more than 10 .arieties 
but oh, our aching belt line. 
_ The Confectioners’ Association 
’ has joined hands with the pea- 
nut industry to celebrate Na- 
tional Peanut Week, Feb. 3 to 9. 
Georgia has much to gain from 
this “week,” for she is one of the 
eight principal peanut-raising 
states in the nation. 

Proof that. Americans like 
“soobers” is that during 1951 
nearly 550,000,000 pounds of 
shelled peanuts were eaten in 
the form of salted peanuts, pea- 
nut butter, peanut sticks, pea- 
- mut candy and roasted in the 
. shell. 

Yet only about 60 per cent of 


the total peanut crop is used as 
human food; the balance is 
crushed into oil. The meal re- 
maining from il crushing, as 
well as the peanut vines, is used 
for livestock feed. 

Of all the foods with just 
claims for nutritional fame, few 
have crammed jnto them the va- 
riety of nutrients us these little 
brown. nuts. Noted for their 
energy-yielding valories, gener- 
ous amounts of minerals ‘and vi- 
tamins, peanuts can easily put 
many a more pretentious food to 
shame. 

About one-fourth of the en- 
tire edible crop of peanuts finds 
its way to candy manufacturers 
whose imagination seems to 
have been endlessly challenged 
in finding new bars, rolls, clus- 


- ters, squares and brittles to put 


them in. 

Naturally we could not eat all 
the 37 varieties we were sup- 
posed to, so after a round of 
sharing at the office, we started
